A Washington note says: “Imp was sent 
al ODg by her trainer, Charles Brossman, Tbars- 
day morning, and worked a mils in 1:44. This 
is the fastest for the distance that has been 
shown around here this spring. The mare is 
shaping np and Hniug down, and it will taka 
the best to beat her after sbe gets another race 
or two in her. Imp is a batter looking mare 
this spring than sbe was last year, and shrewd 
horsemen predict that she will repeat her glori- 
ous showing of last season. 

Mr. Angnst Belmont owns a two-year-old filly 
that excites universal admiration. W. H. 
Rowe, who inspected her recently, describes 
her in the following terms : 

*'My expectations of the Henry of Navarre— 
Ortegal filly, having heard a lot about her of 
late, are naturally high, but 1 cbeerfnlly plead 
guilty to the charge that they are more than 
realized as Orient, 'the beantifnl,’ stands before 
me. I make no pretensions as to prophesy bow 
this filly will mn or bow sbe won’t run. Bat I 
will sey that she is worth a long price ‘just to 
look at.’ 

“At CDce Mr. Joyner ccmmnnts upon the 
ma rvelons duplication of Henry cf Navatre 
w bicb Orient’s head and neck famish, even the 
star being for all the world like the one which 
canght the jndges’ eyes by so safe a margin on 
the day when Clifford and Domino were so em- 
pbati rally overthiown at Morris Park in 1894. 

“Orient has a beantifnlly poised sbonlder and 
good quarters, is well mnscled and has nice 
length and leverage. Her whole makenp is 
that of a filly wbo bears in her individnality 
the trne mintmark of high class, and it looks 
very mnch at present as though Ortegal’a 
claims to the production of high-class stock are 
not destined to eventually rest upon Octagon 
alone, however creditable anch a referencs 
would be.’’ 

William M. Rogers, proprietor of the Elkton 
Stock Farm, formerly owned by William M. Sin- 
gerly, at Elkton, Md., has shipped a string of 
forty-seven thoroughbred ronning horses to 
Morris Park, N Y., to take part in the spring 
meeting. Among the string was inclnded Ba- 
faello, the cbestnnt colt by Farandole. which is 
entered in both the Brooklyn and Snbnrban 
handicaps with an impost of 113 pounds ; Rich 
ard J., the Morello horse, entered in the Su 
borban at 112 pounds : Oar Gertie, Kensington 
and a number of two- year-olds, inclnding ten 
from the Pepper string, of Lexington, Ky. Jen- 
k ins, wbo has bad great snccess in California, is 
the stable jockey.
